In 1924, Carlos 
Solorsano was elected president and 
Juan B. Saeas* vice president in 
what Is considered the fairest elec­ 
tion ever held to Nicaragua. 
(Artic!# 106) "In 
caso et the 
absolute or temporary default of the 
president, the executive power shall 
devolve upon the vioe president." 
Mr. Soler wino resigned In January, 
lilt, and Dr. Juan B. Sa casa is now 
tha constitutional president of Nic­ 
aragua. 
Th# farcical election of Adolfo 
Dias by a rump congress as presi­ 
dent of the republic cannot in any 
way alter th* legal aspect of tile 
case. 
It ems not a legal congress, but 
even It it had been* it would not 
have had the constitutional author­ 
ity to elect a president. Chamorro 
by force unseated, exiled, or im­ 
prisoned all his political opponents 
in congress and supplemented the 
minority left by calling the Conser­ 
vative candidates who had been de­ 
feated by the Liberals In 1924. 
Chamorro, by means of his rump 
congress, tried to create a vacancy 
in the office of rice president by 
impeaching Dr. Racist. 
Article 121 of the constitution 
provides that in Impeachment pro­ 
ceedings cornu .’rf 3 has power to re- 
far the case to the supreme court. 
which has the power to render the 
final decision. The impeachment of 
Dr. Saoasa w m never referred to 
the supreme court even after the 
"Dictator Chamorro** sent to jail 
several members of the supreme 
court, and reorganised the said body 
at his will. 
Dr. Juan B. Sa casa has been and 
«rill continue to be the president of 
Nicaragua, in accordance with the 
expressed provisions of the consti­ 
tution, until Jan. I, 1929. Diaz, be­ 
ing clearly a usurper, Is barred from 
recognition by Act 2 of the Wash­ 
ington pacts of 1921.

w m elected by congree» In ac­ 
cordance with the Nicaraguan con­ 
stitution, which in article 206 say» 
that lf the president and vice pres­ 
ident were absent congress must 
appoint one of its members to be 
president for the remaining period. 
It happens in Nicaragua that 
the former president, Solorzano, 
resigned one year ago and left th© 
oountry, and the vice president, 
Sacasa, WM impeached by con­ 
gress on account of his revolution­ 
ary activities against former Pres­ 
ident Solorzano. 
Sacasa is leader of the Liberals 
and Solorsano is Conservative, and 
Sacasa’» political party believed 
that It was the occasion to seize 
he power with th* exclusion of 
the Conservatives. 
Not being In th* country, neither 
Solorzano or Sacasa had any more 
rights to the presidency. 
It was 
the duty of the congress to select 
one of its members and to put him 
in charge of the presidency. 
The cholee fell on Senor Adolfo 
Diaz, who was president from 1911 
to 1916 and who enjoyed the con­ 
fidence of the Conservative party 
and of tho foreigner who lived or 
who had interests in Nicaragua 
General Chamorro, who succeed­ 
ed President 8olorzano, resigned 
after one year of exercising the 
executive power, by the reason of 
not having bon recognized by tbs 
United States and Central Ameri­ 
can governments on account of the 
Central American treaties. But the 
treaties do not interfere with the 
claim of Senor Diaz, and he w m 
recognized 
by ail 
the principal 
powers of the world. 
In spite of that, the help that 
th* Mexican government is giving 
to tho Nicaraguan revolutionists is 
stronger every day, amounting to 
interference of that nation in tho 
Nicaraguan affairs. 


The late Dr. Otto Wledfeldt, Ger­ 
many’s first ambassador after tho 
conclusion of peace, frankly ad­ 
mitted that to him had been a 
signed the role et “ice breaker" po­ 
litically and socially, and ta the 
tatter pert he found the going par­ 
ticularly rough at times.

Baron Ago von Maltaan. and his

Ambassador Proves Good Mixer 
Baron von Melftan hM 
proves 
himself a good mixer by his demo­ 
cratic manner and hts extended ex­ 
perience in the German foreign ser­ 
vice. He to fond of riding, tennis 
and golf, and begins his official day 
early in order to be able to pa 
his afternoons outdoor*. He is a 
member of the Chevy Chase and 
Congressional country clubs. 
That the baron 
also continuas 
to enjoy the complete confidence 
of his home government was dem­ 
onstrated when Dr. Stresemann the 
German foreign minister, defended 
him in the reichstag against 
a t­ 
tacks because the Baron displayed 
the German colors on the embassy 
building here last Anntoiice day. 
Predecessor Krupp Chief 
Dr. Wledfeldt «tm not a "service 
man." and It required considerable 
persuasion on th* part of th* Ger­ 
man foreign office to Induce him to 
exchange his post as directing head 
of th* Krupp corporation for the 
job of Initiating the resumption of 
diplomatic relations with the Unit­ 
ed States at WMhington. He refer­ 
red good-naturedly to his social 
isolation in the capital, and did not 
weary of comforting his immediate 
staff, whose members not 
infre­ 
quently found themselves confront­ 
ed by a chilly aloofness In their soc­ 
ial rounds.

It is often a problem to keep the 
skin really soft and fine during the 
last months of the winter. The skin 
will resist the cold tor a time, but 
after a month or so of raw weather 
it begins to chap and roughen after 
the slightest exposure 
each 
day. 
This is because it has already dried 
out. 
Feed It oils. When you wash your 
face In the morning, rub It first 
with cleansing cream, and 
wash 
this off with warm water and soap. 
Ton take very nearly all the cream 
from the skin by washing, yet leave 
enough on to keep Its texture so ft 
Cleansing cream does not nourish, 
being made of mineral oil, and it 
does nothing a t all but take dirt 
from the pores (which Is all It is 
supposed to do). 
But Its use be­ 
fore washing keeps the soap from 
making the skin drier than it was 
before. 
You can occasionally use a van­ 
ishing cream against winter winds. 
The steady use of such a cream 
clogs the pores and produces large 
blackheads. 
Some very 
sensitive 
complexions, break out In Irritated 
pimples after vanishing cream has 
been used only once or twice. A lot 
depends on the quality of 
It. 
of 
course; a cheap grade can be very 
harmful. 
Some hand lotions are good for 
the face. But most are too strong, 
since, of course, the skin on 
the 
hands Is very much coarser than 
the face. 
Also, a chapped skin is 
infinitely more 
sensitive 
than 
a 
normal one. 
But a good 
quality 
mild lotion will be all right, in fact 
the honey-almond lotion frequently 
given here for the hands would be 
splendid. Or any of the lotions on 
the market, containing emulsion of 
almonds and honey will do; there 
arc several good kinds. 
Patting the face 
with 
ordinary 
sweet cream is good as protection 
against chapping, even milk helps. 
Rubbing the skin at bedtime with a 
nourishing cream, one made 
with 
vegetable oil, which the skin ab­ 
sorbs, will keep it from chapping

When way back In 1869, Leopold 
Trouvelot, a French artist, natural­ 
ist and astronomer, accidentally let 
escape through an open window a 
few moths with which he was ex­ 
perimenting in connection with the 
raising of silkworms in Medford, 
Mass., it did not create any national 
excitem ent 
A handful of 
moths 
more or less meant little. 
M. Trouvelot, with a far wider 
range of vision, knew the im port­ 
ance of the escape of these trouble­ 
some little pests and notified the 
country of the escape of these gyp­ 
sy moths. However, no attention 
was paid. 
One year from 
that 
time 
the 
gypsy moth was reported as spread­ 
ing rapidly and within 12 years it 
had become a serious menace, strip­ 
ping apple trees, pear trees and m a­ 
ples bare of foliage. 
It has been estimated that the un­ 
restricted increase of a single pair 
of gypsy moths would In eight years 
destroy the entire vegetation of the 
United States. 
So for years trained scientists In 
tho employ of the government have 
been studying ways and means to 
keep this plague within bounds and 
have Imported from Europe para­ 


sitic insects to prey upon the gypsy 
moth. as well as experimenting with 
many kinds of sprays and other 
methods of killing the plague, or 
preventing It from spreading. 
T hat little incident In the labora­ 
tory of M. Trouvelot In letting loose 
a few of these Portheria dlspar 
Linn has already cost this country 
$20,000,000.

quarantines 
placed upon bulbs or plants from 
Europe are an effort to exclude any 
more 
undesirable 
settlers 
who 
might literally eat us up.

Tile federal treasury surplus for the fiscal year 
ending June 30. 1927. is now expected to reach 
$450.000,000. It need surprise nobody if it amounts 
to an even half-billion. 
And this after paying out 
considerably more than three billions on current ex­ 
penses and war debts. 
Experts were saying, two or three years ago, dial 
it was going to kill prosperity and bankrupt die gov­ 
ernment if the soldiers were given a war bonus. Ex­ 
perts were saying when the last federal tax reduction 
was made that it would produce a treasury deficit and 
impair government credit. 
Evidently American prosperity ts pretty tough now­ 
adays. Nothing seems to hurt it much—not even the 
chorus of pessimism that has arisen every little while 
from the old-fashioned business men and economists 
who believe that prosperous times are necessarily 
short and inevitably followed by depression. 
This huge treasury surplus comes from national 
business profits which make the pessimism of last 
winter ridiculous. 
Accordingly the pessimists this 
winter are a little more timid than usual. Still a lot 
of diem are coming forward, true to form, with their 
melancholy warnings, based on traditions of the past 
rather than facts of the present. It will be a good 
practical joke to fool them again next year.

"The barefoot boy” who is said to have inspired that much- 
quoted poem of John Greenleaf Whittier now is an old. gray-bearded 
man, dying in an eaitern hospital. 
His name does not matter. Whether he actually was or was 
not the ’’original barefoot boy” does not matter. 
What does matter is that hundreds of thousands of people found 
meaning in the headline and said ’’Barefoot Boy of Whittier Is Dy­ 
ing.” 
We say dial people in the mass do not know poetry, do not 
care for literature. Perhaps so. But the poem that was held be­ 
tween the brown covers of McGuffey’s old readers and chanted by 
thousands of school kids of a little red brick schoolhouse age was 
not forgotten! 
People do like "poetry” which comes close home—poetry about 
themselves—about the barefootboy with a stubbed toe, a toro shirt, 
but with merriment and joy within his soul for which barefoot boys, 
grown tall, would give half of all they own today.

Various and sundry special edi­ 
tions were rotten out a t the close 
of th* year, and, presumably be­ 
cause of the Intermit modesty of 
the American peofRe, very. little was 
said as to the greatest and most 
important business in the United 
States or in toe world—that of the 
United Ste**) post office. 
The post office department of the 
United States government may, In 
all sincerity and justice, be refer­ 
red to in such terms. The Decern- 
r number of the National Re­ 
public 
contained 
an 
interesting 
story ss to the activities of the de­ 
partment of our government. It is 
ta the form of a personal interview 
with Postmaster General Harry S. 
New, by Henry Olney, and it give* 
some facts not generally known 
about the "biggest single business 
In the world.” Concerning the size 
and scope of post office activities, 
Mr. New ta quoted as saying: 
"Every year th* postal service, 
on an average, delivers 118 let­ 
ters to every man, woman and 
child in the United States. 
"Every year th* postal service 
handles 
21,000,000,000 
a r t i c l e s . 
Every year the Increase In num­ 
ber of articles In the malls Is 
more than a billion. 
"Old man Atlas would have had 
a tough tim* of It lifting the an­ 
nual load of letters alone that the 
postal service moves. 
It la esti­ 
mated to total 188,250 tons. 
“Every second of to* 24 hours 
of every day there are 888 let­ 
ters dropped Into letter boxes; 
every minute, 28,884, and every 
hour 1,400,000. 
"Close to 49,000 postmen daily 
deliver mail to millions of homes 
and business houses In American 
cities. Th* farmer ta not neglected 
by the postal service. Today 48, 
814 rural routés supply mail to 
7,820,000 families, or 21,000,000 In­ 
dividuals. 
"Out west the postal serries has 
established a veritable automobile 
railroad of 128 miles long to' the 
fruitful Unitah ' Valley in Utah to 
which no private rail line has 
penetrated 
"At the end of the fiscal year, 
June SO, 1928, the post office de­ 
partment had more than 268,000 
people in its employ. Besides the 
48,716 letter carriers, there are 67,- 
671 clerks, 46,181 rural carriers, 
60,801 postmasters and 80,411 rail­ 
way mail clerks. 
"The 60,601 postmasters run as 
many offices. 
There is one post 


office for every 48 square miles of 
territory. 
"Th* 868,000 full and part tim# 
postal employes are paid approxi­ 
mately 
$441,622,617 
annually for 
their services. 
"Almost every conceivable type 
of transportation la used to move 
the 
malls—railroads, 
steamboats, 
automobiles, airplanes, motor boats, 
wagons, horses, pneumatic tubes, 
belt conveyors, 
motorcycles, 
bi­ 
cycles, the sled of the Arctic, and 
even the 'dog car.’ 
"Th* 'dog car* by the way, ta 
an Alaskan Invention. 
An aban­ 
doned railroad runs out of Nome 
to a mining camp. The enterprising 
Arctic circle m&lftnan hitches his 
dog team to a handcar and scoots 
up the mountainside with the mali. 
"Last year the air mail planes 
flew .2,600,000 miles, carrying 14.- 
145,640 letters."
